good will everywhere in building 
a better world. We always stand 
ready to consider any feasible 
proposal to this end. We ask only 
this—that such a program not 
give military advantage to any 
nation and that it permit men to 
inspect the disarmament of other 
nations. 


A disarmament program which 
was not inspected and guaranteed 
would increase, not reduce, the 
risk of war. 


The international control of 
atomic energy and general and 
complete disarmament can no 
more be accomplished by rhetoric 
than can the economic develop- 
ment of newly independent coun- 
tries. Both of these immense 
tasks facing mankind call for 
serious, painstaking,. costly, la- 
borious and non-propaganda ap- 
proaches. 


I nave specifically avoided in 
this address. mention of several 
immediate problems that are 
troubling the United States and 
othr nations. My failure to do so 
does not mean in any sense that 
they are not of great concern 
beth to the United States and to 
the entire international com- 
munity.

I went out in the sun I would 


for one night and then be fine.

‘severe but not too bad. Now 
when I even go for a walk I 
break out with hives. Is there 
anything I can do so 1 can go 
out in the sun?—Miss K. C. 


Allergy, of one sort and anoth- 
er, bothers many people. We usu- 
ally think of this in terms of some 
physical factor: Chemicals, soap, 
detergents, cosmetics, oils; some- 
times dust, plants, pollen, animal 
fur; in quite a few cases, certain 
foods, or fabrics. And so on. 


Although less. common, such 
conditions as sun, cold or heat 
can cause allergic reactions, too. 
Please don’t ask me why and how 
these allergies develop. Some- 
times an individual has moderate 
resistance and then gets too much 
exposure and the body becomes 
“‘sensitized.”’ After that, the aller- 
gy is an ever-present problem. I 
have in mind a man who never 
had trouble from strawberries 
until one: summer day he gorged 
himself on them. Thereafter, just 
a taste of strawberries made him 
break out in hives. Evidently, he 
happened to have the basis for a 
strawberry allergy (or whatever 
is in strawberries) but it didn’t 
become an active allergy until the 
day he had too much. 


It could be that Miss K. C. simi- 
larly had some inherent sensi- 
tivity to sunshine (perhaps the 
ultra-violet light in sunshine) but 
didn’t acquire a recognizable al- 
lergy to it until she had too 
much sun. 


But now she has it. What to do 
about it? First, direct exposure to 
the sun is not essential to health. 
I can undersand why the ladies 
(sometimes the men, too) prize 
an even tan. But nobody benefits 
or looks better as a result of burn- 
ing until he looks like crocodile 
hide. 


But if you’re allergic to the sun, 
you can be healthy without cook-

‘Parents’ Waiting Time

You can adopt a child in a 
few months now in Atlanta, ac- 
cording to the Child Service As- 
sociation, the chief placement 
agency for Fulton, DeKalb and 
Cobb counties. 


“We are currently placing 
children as quickly as four to 
five months after the prospec- 
tive parents apply,” Miss Cath- 
erine Boling, the social agency's 
director, reported. 


The supply of children up for 
adoption is meeting the demand 
of would-be parents—more so 
.than at any time in the social 
agency's 30 year history, the 
official said. 


NO DISCOURAGING WAIT 


So the discouraging two year 
or so wait, common in the past, 
no longer applies. 


“The increase in adoptable 
children doesn’t mean an in- 
crease in out-of-wedlock births,” 
Miss Boling said. 


Rather, she considers it the 
result of greater use of the 
agency by such resources as 
doctors, lawyers and ministers. 
In the past, many of these as- 
sisted with independent adop- 
tions, helping unwed mothers 
“place their children. 


Many of these “independent 
agents’’ now refer their cases to 


Child Service. Better understand- 


ing of the agency's usefulness 
to the public has streamlined 
its service, as well. 


Thus. the children who need 
homes and the paren4s who real- 
ly want them are getting togeth- 
er more efficiently and directly 
through agency channels. 


REQUIREMENTS EASED 
With the increase of adoptable 
children and speed-up in place- 
ment, the Child Service execu- 
tive board has eased several 
adoption requirements. 


First, the marriage tenure 
has been shortened. Formerly 
prospective parents had to be 
married five years and prove 
“known infertility.” This re- 
quirement has been lowered to 
two years. 


“‘Where the cause of childless- 
ness is not definitely known, 
they must still have been mar- 
ried for five years,’’ Miss Bol- 
ing explained. 


This is to ascertaih, as nearly 
as possible, that they cannot 
have their own children. 


NEW AGE LIMITS 


The 25-year-old minimum age 
requirement for prospective par- 
ents has been eliminated and 
the new maximum age is 37 for 
the wife and 39, for the hus- 
band, at the time of child place- 


emnt. These regulations concern

infant adoptions only. 


Turnover is also being speeded 
up by placing children in their 
new homes at an earlier age. 
The minimum age of the child 
has been dropped from two 
months to one month. Most are 
now placed between one and 
two months of age. 


“One month gives the natural 
mother time to be sure of her 
decision and gets the child into 
his permanent home quickly,” 
Miss Boling said. 

A former financial require- 
ment—that the future parents 
have heavy life insurance—has 
been deleted as well. 


SOUND CREDIT 


“The couple’s credit record 
must be sound, but no minimum 
income is stipulated,” the di- 
rector said. 


“People think we place chil- 


dren only with the well-to-do.’ 


That is not true. Our purpose 
is simply. to get a good home 
for the child.” 

Proof of the agency’s stream- 
lined operations comes in the 
statistics. It has already placed 
104 children in new homes this 
year, compared with 65 for the 
same period last year. :

Dr. Barr holds a Doctorate in 
Philosophy from Southern Bap- 
tist Seminary. He has been pas- 
tor of First Baptist Church in 
Gastonia, N.C., 16 years. Dr. 
Barr took his reaction moderate- 
ly, hoping that eventually some- 
one would bother to report the 
essence of his statement. 


I too viewed the abridged text 
with alarm, Let me now com- 
plete it: “I fear Catholics more 
than Communists ... because 
the average American is not go- 
ing to be duped by the evils of 
athiestic communism, while 
many Americans have been and 
are being deluded by numerous 
dogmas of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy, which I believe to be 
alien to the American demo 
cratic process.” 


But he believes Catholicism 
has done little to resist com- 
munism in countries where it 
has been the ruling religion for 
1900 years.

Dr. Barr denies he is a bigot 
or a hate monger. He is unques- 
tionably a zealot in the anti-

Georgia alumni expected to see another Charley Trippi on the 
freshman team last fall, but Jackson hurt his knee necessitating an 
operation. He missed the first two frosh contests, but saw limited 
action against Tech at Grant Field. In that brief appearance, how- 
ever, he demonstrated that he could hurl a foatball better than any- 
one at Georgia except Francis Tarkenton. 


On. occasion last spring Jackson exhibited ‘exceptional running 
ability, but his..ball carrying in ‘general: failed te excite Butts. 
Jackson quit the squad once and reportedly intended to withdraw 
from Georgia. But he returned to the fold and was in better. stand- 
ing in the Bulldog community than ever before until Wednesday. 


It was apparent in the Alabama fracas that Tarkenton 
could not shoulder the offensive and defensive load in an ef- 
fective manner.
